In the hospital lock, as it is called, 
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the men entering the work cham- 
ber are slowly stepped up to the 
tremendous air pressure and as 
they leave they are gradually 
stepped down to the normal 
weight of air, about thirteen one- 
bundredth of a pound per square 


inch 


NB4aLe everybody has enjoyed the 
spectacle of a small rubber ball filled 
with air being juggled by a jet of water. 
But how many persons would care to 
witness the juggling of a great river and 
part of its muddy bed on a column of 
air? And how many would care to enter 
into that column and risk self-explosion. 

A waterspout in the Hudson River the 
other day called attention anew to the 
fact that engincers are able to find 
human beings who will take just such 
chances on sudden death. These men are 
known as “sand hogs.” They operate 
only in times of peace, taking risks com- 
parable only to those that every soldier 
must face some time in war. But even 
in war nabody takes just the same kind 
of chance. The sappers who dig under- 
ground tunnels rarely are called on to 
tunnel under water, and therefore, while 
the air in their tunnels may be oppres- 
sive, it doesn’t subject them to the dan- 
ger of self-explosion. 

That, however, is exactly what thirty- 
five men narrowly escaped in the latest 
Hudson River blowout. The accident oc- 
curred on the New York end of the tube 
being driven across to New Jersey for 
vehicular traffic. Sixty or seventy feet 
below the surface of the Hudson and 200 
feet from the New York shore line these 
men were at work under conditions that 
no living land creature but man could 
endure, and that in all probability would 
quickly destroy even a deep-sea fish, For 
each man was withstanding an etmos- 
pheric pressure of twenty-nine and a 
half pounds for every square inch of his 
body surface. 

In order to understand just what this 
means, it is necessary to explain that the 
normal atmosphere everywhere has 
weight. This weight, or resistance, can be 
felt as one runs or hurries, or in swinging 
a fan. Scientists have succeeded in meas- 
uring the exact ev.tent of it. The atmos- 
pherie pressure on everybody and every- 
thing under normal conditions is thir- 
teen one-hundredth of a pound to the 
square inch, Therefore the men work- 
ing in the Hudson River tunnel are 
under a pressure 226 times greater than 
that existing at sea level. 

This pressure is so terrific that a man 
with the strongeat kind 
of a heart, if suddenly

limits the time he is actually at work to a few Hourr 


drums would be snapped like tissue 
paper. The blood would be driven deep 
into his body. But if, like the “sand 
hogs,” he became gradually accustomed 
to the pressure he would suffer no im- 
mediate ill effects. 


FOr that reason all under-water exca- 
vations made at high pressures are 
equipped with locked boxes at their en- 
trances known as air locks, The “sand 
hogs” enter’ these boxes at normal at- 
mospherie pressure. The airtight doors 
are locked and the man in charge turns 
on the air. Little by little the pressure 
is raised. The higher it is the longer it 
requires for the men to become accus- 
tomed to it. Taking deep gulps of air 
afid occasionally “swallowing” some of 
the atmosphere, the workers succeed in 
getting an internal pressure equal to 
that of the atmospheric pressure from 
without. 

When this has been accomplished a 
door at the other end of the air lock is 
opened and the workers proceed through 
the completed section of the tunnel until 
they come to another door—a safety de- 
vice. When this is opened they pass 
through into the working chamber, 
which is just a large hole dug out under 
the river bed. In the case of the recent 
accident on the new Hudson River tube 
the top of the hole was about thirty-five 
feet from the bottom of the river—in 
other words, the terrific air pressure of 
twenty-nine ard a half pounds to the 
square inch was supporting thirty-five 
feet of mud and preventing the water 
from rushing into the hole, 

But the mud, in this case, also served 
as a sort of air stopper. Obviously, an 
air pocket could not be maintained in 
water if it were open at the top. The 
mud “sealed in” the air and kept it from 
popping up through the water—that is, 
it operated as a scal until a leak de- 
veloped. 

A few minutes after 7 o'clock in the 
morning one of the foremen noticed this 
leak. His attention was called to it first 
by a hissing sound that he recognized as 
the noise of escaping air. For some time 
he had noticed that more and more work 
was required from the pumps to main- 
tain the required pressure of twenty-nine 
and a half pounds, and the hole in the 
mud ceiling furnished the explanation, 
Of course, the air could not be seen es- 
caping, but the hole was’ visible. At the 
side of it water was dropping in to take 
the place of the escaping air. 


UST in the nick of time the foreman 

shouted to his men to run for the 
safety door. Although clad in heavy 
boots and sweaters—for it i8 cold down 
below the bed of a river—the “sand 
hogs” went off at a pace that would do 
credit to a sprinter. And just as the door 
had been slammed shut behind the last 
man there was a roar, the end of the 
tunnel quivered under a terrific impact, 
and the men knew that the space in which 
they had been working was now filled 
with water. 

Meantime travelers on and near the 
river were treated to @ rare spectacle 
that almost caused a number of trage- 
diés. Without warning of any kind a 
column of muddy yellow water shot sud- 
denly out of the middle of the Hudson, 
A sand barge which just escaped it was 
stood almost on end, its fifteen laborers 
being hurled to the deck. A small boat 
was tossed about as a cork, and even a 
sturdy tug seemed for a moment in im. 
minent danger of capsizing. Then, when 
the waterspout subsided, there was a 
miniature whirlpool that was almost as 


bad as the spout—but in an instant it 
was all over, 

What happened was simply a transfer 
of position between air and water. Be- 
fore the water could get through the 
sinall hole into the tunnel end, the air 
had to get out. Once the hole was large 
enough the air got out much as the gas 
gets out of a cannon when a shot is 
fired—in other words, with explosive 
force, If any of the men had been in 
the chamber they would have been 
whirled out and shot through the water 
with appalling speed, up above the sur- 
face of the river, probably to a height 
of a hundred feet or more. 

The danger, according to the engineers, 
jis not the sudden rush through the 
water, but the ‘shock of being hurled 
suddenly from a subterranean to a nor- 
mal pressure without giving the body 
time to adjust itself. This is the danger 
referred to above of “self-explosion.” It 
is a scientific fact that if the excess pres- 
sure were high enough, and ¢ner: were 
suddenly removed, the reaction of the 
blood returning to the surface might be 
violent enough to break the surface. 
Cases are on record where the internal 
air has broken the eardrums of sand 
hogs. 

Therefore, the process by which the 
sand hog quits his job is just the reverse 
of the method used to get him to work, 
On the lower reaches of the Delaware 
River bridge foundation work at Phila- 
delphia, the men actually worked only 
three hours out of seven, the other four 
being spent in getting them accustomed 
to the high pressure, and then bringing 
them back to normal. This is accom- 
plished by placing them in the air lock 
and slowly reducing the air pressure, 


pac steps to be taken to prevent 

recurrence of the “blowout” which al- 
most snuffed out the lives of thirty-five 
workers help to explain just how such 
tunnels are driven. The point at which 
the uccident occurred is directly under 
the deep channel used by ocean liners, 
and, therefore, is the nearest the sand 
hogs will come in crossing under the 
river to the actual river bottom. Blse- 
where the cushion of silt between the 
high air pressure and the water will be 
as much as fifty feet, and therefore, the 
danger of a blowout will be almost negli- 
gible. In order to seal up the hole in 
the river bottom, Chief Engineer Clif- 
ford M, Holland announced that two 
barge loads of thick, sticky clay would 
be dumped directly over it. Of course, 
the whole excavation filled in with mud 
and silt after the blowout, and all this 
must be dug out again. When it is re- 
moved this time by the sand hogs the 
clay blanket above is expected to keep 
the air in and the water out until the 
steel and concrete tube can be set, 

It should be understood that the work. 
ing chamber is never very large. As 
soon as the sand hogs have excavated a 
section the permanent steel frames and 
concrete work are laid, the safety door 
is moved forward another notch, and the 
sand hogs get to work again on the mud. 
The air is kept at high pressure in the 
completed section~of the tube only for 
convenience and protection of the sand 
hogs. It is needed as @ support only 
where the tube has not yet been placed. 
Once the entire project is finished there 
will be no necessity for such high pres. 
sures, since the walls of the tube will 
furnish sufficient resistance to the pres- 
sure of water and earth, The atmos- 
phere will be kept at normal by pumps 
drawing off the gares caused by motor 
trucks in this particular tunnel,

H, MR. BUMBLE-BEE, going, going, 

gone is thy sting! 

At last the stingless bee has been de- 
veloped. E. J. Campbell, beekeeper of 
Thurston County, out in the State of 
Washington, recently exhibited the new 
species, minus the fire and brimstone. 

Science is credited with many new 
developments, ranging from the discov- 
ery of anesthetics and radio to spineless 
cactus, meatless dinners and stringless 
beans, but the achievement commanding 
attention at the moment is the stingless 
bee 

Thurston County bee men, who a few 
weeks ago focused their attention for 
the first time upon this new and terror- 
less type from the apiary, say it is of 
the Adel strain and has been developed 
by scientific processes covering a long 
period of evolution. The bee has no 
stinger, no offensive armament, and if 
attacked depends upon the speed of its 
Wings to escape. 

Thousands of persons now contemplat- 
ing the summer vacation, hearing of the 
stingless bee, may hope that the efforts 
of the entomologists in the direction of 
robbing insects of their biting apparatus 
will include the pesky and ubiquitous 
summer mosquito, with his midnight 
song and his itch-producing sting. 

The stingless bee seems well op the 
way. Simultaneous with the news from 
the Pacific Coast saying apiarists there 
have developed the stingiess variety 
comes the announcement from New York 
that stingless honey bees recently were 
brought to that city from the Panuma 
Canal zone. 


HEY were collected by Dr. Frank E. 

Lutz, curator of entomology of the 
American Museum of Natural History. 
The largest island in Gatun Lake, 
known as Barro Colorado, contains 
twelve square miles of primitive tropi- 
cal jungle. It has recently been made 
a biological reservation by the Govern- 
ment of the Canal Zone. On it are only 
three smal) farms, the owners of which 
will be left unmolested, as part. care- 
takers for the Government. At one of 
these farms, Dr. Lutz made his head- 
quarters and conducted explorations for 
insect Hife by Government airplane. 
Among his other collections, he brought 
back large numbers of stingless bees, 
some of them good honey makers, their 
nests, honeycombs and cultural products. 
He says of them: 

“They live in colonies, each having a 
queen and many workers, They are not 
closely related to the Asiatic bee and do 
not sting. In place of the sting some of 
them bite, and others eject a fluid that 
burns the human skin severely. Honey is 
stored by these bees in special cells 
about the size of grapes. A goodly store 
ix often to be found in a nest, and in 
some cases possesses & fine flavor, This 
depends on the bee that made it. Some 
of the honey was rather tasteless, some 
too acid and some of it was actually 
poisonous.

One of the nests brought to New York 
is wound about a twig, similar to a hor- 
net’s nest in shape, but unlike it in color. 
The nests are of a rich, dark-brown 
color. The bees of some’ species are 
smaller than the common house fly and 
have prominent, gauzy wings. The nests 
of some species contain about 70,000 
bees. Although Dr. Lutz was not stung, 
he had at times a thousand or more 
bees on his face and hands and crawling 
inside his clothing, all gently biting and 
making him uncomfortable.

The demand for bees is 
60 great that a regular business is done 
in loaning hives out to, fruit growers, 
truck gardens and cranberry plantations, 
The bee is essential for the growth of all 
agricultural products, including forests, 
pollenate flowers of plants, so 
each flower will produce fruit, vegetables 
and healthy trees and shrubs. In further 
quest of information of crossing Panama 
and Northern honey bees, a letter was 
sent to Dr. L. O. Howard, chief of the 
Bureali of Entomology, Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, He answered: 

“In these days of unexpected crosses 
not say that it is impowsible to 
cross the stingless and stinging bees, 
but it seems doubtful, American bee- 
keepers, as A rule, do not desire sting-

largest grower declares that honey is 
stolen by regular autotruck thieves, and 
that good hauls are made in spite of all 
efforts at protection. The automobile 
and autotruck thieves work at night. 
They are armed with barbed-wire fence 
clippers and loot gardens, orchards, con- 
servatories and small storage places, and 
think nothing of robbing beehives of 
honey in comb. A veil and gloves are all 
the protection they need from stinging 
bees. The grower said that a race of 
hardier bees would be weleomed and that 
he believed that an ideal bee could be 
obtained by crossing between the sting- 
less types of Panama and the stinging 
types of the Northern States. 


GOR our knowledge of stingleas bees 
we have to draw on the extended in- 
vestigations of Prof. William Morton 
Wheeler, of Columbia University, who 
delivers lectures on social insects, or in- 
sects whieh live th colonies.

species are placed in the separate genus 
Melipona. The stingless bees are much 
lees hairy and emaller than the bumble- 
bees. Some of the species of Trigona 
measure less than three millimeters in 
length and are, therefore, the smallest 
of bees. The colonies vary greatly in 
population in different species. Accord- 
ing to H. von Ihering, those of Melipona 
may comprisé from 600 to 4000, and 
those of Trigona from 800 to 80,000 in- 
dividuals. 

“The name stingless bee as applied to 
these insects is not strictly accurate, be- 
cause a vestigial sting is present. It is 
useless for defense, however, so that 
many species are quite harmless and aro 
called ‘angelitos’ by Latin-Americans.

The game has flourished to such an 
extent that the Pullman company has 
engaged a fleet of experienced detectives, 
all of whom are highly trained agency 
men who have specialized in all manner 
of con games and swindling methods, to 
break up these organized gangs which 
infest the through trains. 

The first step to break up these groups 
of swindlers patronizing the luxurious 
through trains has been the posting of 
the following bulletin: 

Strangers who invite you to play 
cards generally are too lucky for the 
average mortal. ‘ 

Pullman officials assert that there is 
more robbery today than at any other 
Sime in the last twenty-five years, 

The warning is emphasized by a pic- 
ture showing the corner of the ace of 
clubs sticking out of the man's pocket. 

“Nine times out of ten,” asserted a 
Fullman official, “the victim resents a 
suggestion from the train conductor that 
he had better watch his step. ‘I'm no- 
body's fool,’ he will retort. ‘1 know how 
to take care of myself.’ ” 

The smooth gentry with their famous 
checkered suits and broad-brimmed hats 
to used to spend their days on the big 
ocean liners cleaning up the passengers 
are taking more and more to the fast 
trains aud the bie hotels, Now they

The reason is twofold: There is an ine 
creasing tendency of people of means 
to pass their winters in California and 
Florida and the genera! willingness to 
participate in clandestine drinking bouts 
with newly made companions. 

Springtime is the open season for 
members of the light-fingered gentry. 
Their trade is growing to colossal pro- 
portions, and their favorite haunts at 
present are the transcontinental and 
South-bound traine and in leading winter 
resort hotels scattered along the Cali- 
fornia and Florida coasts. 


MHE big California and Florida hotels 
are the stamping grounds of many of 
the most prominent crooked card players. 
One haul a season varying from $10,000 
to $50,000 is about the limit that can be 
pulled by one group in one hotel. These 
winter resort hostelries maintain a highly 
efficient private detective force, whose 
members are continually on the lookout 
for card sharpers. 
The fast trains present: a more ideal 
place for the “sucker-trimming” trade, 
since it affords a much handier opportu-

nity for a quick getaway than a hotel, 
When the sucker wakes up to the fact 
that he has been fleeced, the sharper who

ops that the card sharks have left the 
train at some small station. These quick 
getaways are part of the game and are 
essential after a cleanup for obvious rea- 
sons. The gamblers beard the next train 
that comes along and “work” back to 
their base. 


UST how he was “plucked” the victim 

is at a loss to know If he demands 
the arrest of the card sharks and their 
being hustled off the truin at the next 
station, he must accompany his “friends” 
and participate in the prosecution, all of 
which means considerable loss of time 
and oftentimes publicity that will reach 
the folks back home. 

The game on through trains is the 
same old system of marked and 
“stripped” decks, supplemented with sig- 
nals between the  sharpers, The 
“stripped” deck is the favorite agency of 
the big card shark to mulct his victims, 

To “strip” a deck the gambler shaves 
a narrow margin from the entire deck 
of cards with the exception of the aces or 
king or whatever combination of cards 
he has selected to “work” with, These 
cards protrude elightly, making it an 
easy task for the expert shufflec to with- 
draw them at will, then palm them until 
required. 

The ancient practice of marked cards 
is the fayprite weapon employed by the 
lesser lighte of the light-ingered gentry.

Marked cards are used mostly in stu 

poker, It is a simple matter to mark 
cards, one device being explained for the 
benefit of the uninitiated, who should 
be on the lookout for such tricks, A 
small cork is hollowed out and 4 prepa- 
ration of indigo and other materials is 
inserted. Then when the ace comes the 
player’s way he wets his thumb and 
carelessly inserts it in his vest pocket, 
where he ‘has the cork. A little touch 
of the indigo-—in case of red cards scarlet 
is used—is put on the back of a card 
It is something that will hardly be no- 
ticed, yet the one who is looking for it 
will hardly be able to desery this faint 
touch of color. This method is called 
cheating by use of the “daub.” 


ARD sharks invariably operate in 

trios. They board the train sepa 
rately, oftentimes at different stations, 
and take places apart to as to allay sus 
picion. Then two of the trio saunter 
forth through the train in quest of 
“suckers.” The card sharper of today 
is of the breezy type, and his chief stock 
in trade is a glib tongue. When a victim 
is landed the confederates are either in- 
troduced or introduce themselves and the 
game is on, 

For boldness these sure-thing gamblers 
are without peers. There are many cases 
of record during the last winter where 
they have accepted checks in settlement 
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The gambler’s greatest asset is the cupidity 
which seems a part of every human being. 
He impresses his victim with the idea of 
getting “something for nothing” and then 
baits his trap with the hand that seems 
certain to win

The public and separate schools supply 
to future generations citizens that have 
studied together, played together, talked to 
gether, mixed together, regardless of rank, 
wealth, racial origin or divergence in parental 
beliefs. 

There is more real democracy in a little 
wooden country school house, forty feet long 
and twenty feet wide, to which the children 
come with bare feet, than there is in the 
whole of an exclusive college. 


This is not criticism of a college, which 
trains many young men usefully. But the dif- 
ference between the public school and the 
private school is the difference between abso- 
lute democracy and class privilege.

Canadian fathers and mothers need to be 
reminded, sometimes, of the work that the 
public schools do in this country and of the 
admirable services rendered the nation by the 
school teachers, the great army of enlighten- 
ment and democracy. 


It must be remembered that the public 
school has its enemies. It has vicious enemies 
that work in an underhand way, afraid to 
work openly. 

It has enemies among politicians that 
grudge the school money that the children 


NEED, grudge and withhold the good pay and 
generous treatment that the teachers deserve.

t By Jesse James and His Gang 


Personal Recollections of a Famous Train Robbery 


Bob Ford, Who Afterward Shot Notorious Bandit, and His 
Brother Charlie Entered Car First—Frank James Acted 
as Guard and Humorist of Party—A Canadian Tells 
How the Train Robbers Went About Their Work—Ladies 


and Babies Were Exempt.

NEU evening in the tate summer of 1880 or 
1881, I was on the Alton train that was 


“held up” at Blue Cut, a few miles east of 
Independetce, Mo., by the James gang, the 
Second Blue Cut Robbery, as it is known in 
Show-Me-Land history. 

The experience of being “held up,” I imagine, 
does not affect everyone alike, From what | 
afterwards learned, though, I must have missed 


the most exciting part of it, the actual stopping 
of the train. I was asleep at the time that hap 
penod. The part that I witnessed would have 
been rather a drab affair had it not been for a 
very courageous young lady, an elderly lady, evi- 
dently “unacquainted with fear,” and an elderly 
gentleman of the same type. 

When I awoke I discevered that most of the 
passengers were in the aisle of the car, three or 
four, perhaps, sittiag upright in their seats— 
the C.Y.L., the I.L. and the 4..G, among them. 

1 asked what the matter was, and was told 
that the train was being held up by the James 
gang. The W.L. said: “Didn't you hear the 
shots?” 

“Not a shot. Guess I must have been asleep.” 

“Well, you must be one of the celebrated 
seven sleepers to have slept through all the 
tacket that Las been going on, There were all 
of thirty or forty shots fired, and when they 
were fired all these people dropped lato the aisle 
as though they had been shot,” casting a lock 
of contempt at the people in the aisle. 

“The shots were fired for the purpose of 
terrorizing weak-kneed passengers,” said the 
L.G. “You don't suppose the train robbers would 
do such a silly thing as to shoot into a car, do 
you, when it would make matters worse for 
them?” evidently intending his remarks for the 
aisle people, 

At that time a gentleman from the smoking 
car came into the chair car and said: “They are 
coming through the train, and you had better 
get up into your seats”—a bit of advice that was 
immediately followed. 


Robbers Display Humor 
T could not have been more than a minute or 
two, although it seemed much longer, owing 
to the tenseness of the situation, when five men 
wearing improvised masks entered the car, one 


of them carrying an empty flour sack, and in 
lunguage far from polite commanded everyone 
in the car to throw up thelr hands, which was 
forthwith complied with. 

The first to enter the car was Charlie Ford, 
back of him was his brother Bob, who afler- 
wards shot Jesse James at St. Joe, Mo., and by 
his side was a young man by the name of Wood 
Hite, I never ascertained the names of the other 
two, but imagine one of them must have been 
Jesse, 

Alter ontering the cur one of the train rob- 
bers said: “Now, we have a little business 
matter to transact with you this evening, and if 
you will be reasonable, and not raise a rough 
house, we'll get along fine, 1 am sure, and it 
won't take us long to get through.” Then the 
commenced business. ‘Tho modus operandi was 
to tell some to “shell out,” and others they 
searched, 

Afierwards, in reflecting upon the manner in 
which the T.R,’s transacted business, it occurred 
to me that inoffensive and impecunious looking 
people got off easy. A revolver was poked at 
them, and they were told to “shell out,” which 
Was usually done to the best of the victim's 
ability, and thet was all there was to it, Pros- 
perous and offensive appearing people were 
searched, 

After the gentleman who came from the smok- 
ing car kad told the passengers the robbers were 
coming through the car, he took a seat next to 
me; and when the men with the bag was oppo- 
site our seats, and Charlie Ford had pointed bis 
revolver at our breasts, and told us to “shell 
out,” this gentleman threw his pocket knife into 
the bag, saying that he wanted to contribute 
something to help them along, and that was all 
he had, except his railroad ticket, which, be pre- 
sumed, they didn't want, a pardonable deceit, 


under the circumstances, as 1 afterwards learned 
when he took me into the smoking car and 
showed me in the bottom of a basket, underneath

two setter pups, a large roll of bills which, he 
said, amounted to five thousand dollars, received 
on a consignment of cattle from Texas. 


“Keep Your Money, Lady” 
CONTRIBUTED fifty cents, and a lady in the 
seat back of us was on the point of making 

her contribution when the man with the bag 
sald to her in a very cavaller manner; “Keep 
your money, lady; we are not robbing ladies and 
babies.” 

While the “iaatter of business,” as they tn 
sisted upon calling it, was transacted, one of the 
robbers said: “Don't be afraid, people, we will 
not harm you if you will only act reasonable. In 
fact, we would not shoot anyone for a car full 
of money; We would rather go away empty- 
handed than to do that.” 

These remarks were far from comfort!ng, 
though, when they were continually cocking and 
uncocking their revolvera in such close proxi- 
mity to one's anatomy, 

They aleo told us while “conducting bust- 
ness” that if we would look at the Kansas City 
papers the next morning we would see startling 
lreadlines reading something like this: “Another 
Dastardly Outrage at Blue Cut—Alton Train 
Held Up By Band of Masked Bandii(s—lUxpress 
Car Looted, Passengers Robbed—Lynx-Dyed 
Detectives and Sheriff's Posse Hot on Trail of 
Robbers. BUT they won't catch us, they won't 
catch us; no, they won't, and don’t you forget 
it.” . 

Considerable time had been taken in the 
express car by the robbers, and the passengers, 
anticipating that they might come through the 
train and hold them up, secreted portions of 
thelr money underneath spitoons, under seats, 
in the soles of their shoes, etc., thinking it would 
nut be good policy to secrete all, so that when 
the “gentlemen of the road” commenced their 
business operations, the thing they were after 
didn't show up in quantities sufficiently large tu 
satisfy their modest “dreams of avarice,” and 
oxclamations like: “Well, are you traveling on 
air?” “Do you ever eat?" “Did you bring your 
grub from way down east?” “You must be a 
thrifty lot when you can travel on so little”, 
“lasting, maybe,” etc., were remarks heard, 

Probably owing to the poor picking the chair 
car afforded one of the robbers said: “Let us go 
back in the Pullmans, where the Big Uns are.

Are We “Wet” Batteries Run By Electricity ? 


Living, Loving, nai doking Are 
Only Electrical Reactions, 
is the Startling Theory of 
Dr. George Crile, Famous 
Cleveland Surgeon — Man 
is a Mechanism—Brain is 


Positive Pole—Liver the 
Negative Pole.

HAT is ) y? > 
W is’this collection of bones, blood, skin, 


hair and tissue which each one of us 
this mechanism which moves about, 
“lives,” performs all manner of actions and 
finally “dies”? What is the strange force that 
drives it; that makes it act as it does? 

One of the most startling of all the answers 
that have been recently suggested is a theory 
with which an American physician amazed the 
Congress of the International Society of Sur- 
gery in London a short time ago. This is the 
theory that the human body is nothing more 
than a complicated “storage battery,” and that 
the force which dfives it and keeps it “alive” 
is nothing other than the mysterious but fam! 
liar force of electricity. 

Love, hate, fear are but stimuli, loosing cur- 
rents of electricity through certain paths, be 
lieves Dr, Crile. Man is simply a mechanism, 
an extremely delicate mechanism, run by electri- 
city and chemical reaction, he says. Whether 
the theory is true or net will be proved when 
uinn suéceeds in constructing the equivalent of 
« living human ceil—-when, in other words, we 
succeed in creating life artificially. 

Most of us know what an old-fashioned elec 
tric “wet battery” or “wet cell” is—a copper 
rod and a zine rod immersed in a bottle filled 
with salt water, Chemical action takes place 
tw the bottle. Somehow this chemical action, 
which eats away the copper, is changed into an 
electric current which will flow through a wire 
connecting the zing aud copper rods. The cop 
per rod we call the positive or “plus” terminal 
of the cell, and the zine rod the negative or 
‘minus’ terminal, A modern “storage battery,” 
such as is contained in a box which supplies the 
current for driving an electric delivery wagou 
or the lights and self-starter of a motor car, is 
nothing more than a combination of many of 
these Little “wet cells” joined together by wires 
which terminate in two heayy cables, one “posi 
tive’ and one “negative,”

“N OW, the human body,” suid Dr. George 
Crile of Cleveland, O., addressing that 
body of distinguished scientists und medica! ex 
perts gathered from all parts ef the world, “ts 
nothing more than en electrochemical mechan 
iam, or electric battery. constructed on the pat 
tern of constituent electrical ‘cells’ (there ar 
28,000,000,000,000 of tnem), eavh eof whieh ts 
in itself an electrovhemical mechanism, The 
positive pole or terminal of the whole humay 


buttery is the brain, the negative pole t@ the 
liver, (he connecting wires are the uerves, and 
the electrolytic fluid in whieh the mechanism tf 
immersed in the blood which contains the body 
salte., ‘This theory will explain many, if not 
all, of the phenomene of life.” Such is the glet 
of the remarkable thesis of this famuus physi 
clan-~a thesis which has had the effect of a 
bombsbel! thrown into the camp of traditional 
medicine and surgery, Most of the older phy- 
sicians of course refused to give thelr adherence 
to Dr, Crile and bis ideas, but a smal! group of 
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younger men has been deeply impressed with 


the power of this new idea to explain many facts 
about the human mechanism which have bere 
tofore defied anulysis 

There have, of course. been electrical theories 
of the body before Dr. Crile's, such as the “ele 
tronic theory” of Dr. Albert Abrams of in 
Francisco which created a great controversy, but 
few of them have been advanced with as com 
pelling logic as Dr, Crile lis broad outline 
are about us follows:
